copper has the additio advant- 
age of needing no paint, so that the 
delicate lines of artistic work are in 
no danger of being filled up, and 
the metal increases rather than 
diminishes in beauty, by the slow 
formation of a blueish-green platina 
over it. For geno as well as 
other portions of roof-work, copper 
is much 7 to zinc or tin, and
